A MESSAGE FROM'CANADA 


a stirring 
meaty address on Canadian American 
relations by Robert J. C. Stead, of 
Ottawa, director of publicity of im¬ 
migration and colonization of the Do¬ 
minion. , 

Mr. Stead, who is a gifted poet 
and novelist, as well as an able exe¬ 
cutive, is also a member of the Otta¬ 
wa Rotary Club, and brought cordial 
greetings to their Chicago brethorn 
from the Rotarians across the border. 

he gist of Mr. Stead’s appeal was 
for a better international understand¬ 
ing, and that broader patriotism 
which does not confine itself wholly 
to love of community, state or nation 
but which looks to the welfare of the 
world and of humanity generally. We 
are not all citizens of the same coun¬ 
try he said, do not all owe allegiance 
to the same flag, but all live in the 
same world and are ail interested*in 
the same set of general problems, qnd 
must depend upon each other in s an 
undeistanding way if the world is to 
be safe for humanity 

“Canada,” said the speaker, "has 
miles and miles of undeveloped land 
which lack only man-power to unlock 
its untold wealth of minerals and 
foods. With the trend of young men 
to the cities, where are you going to 
get things to eat? It makes no dif- 
j ference how much money one has, if 
there is no food to buy 5 With it, and 
food can be produced only by men 
working upon land. Due to man’s in¬ 
ventive genius, population is becoming 
dangerously centralized, and there 
must be a movement back to the land 
if the world is to be adequately fed. 

“Canada has an area greater than 
that of the United States including 
Alaska. It has a population only 
equal to three people for each square 
mile of teiritory. If all the winter 
and spring wheat, oats, barley and 
potatoes grown in the United States 
could be transplanted to Alberta, there 
would still be land to spare. Nothing 
but man power is lacking. 

“While only a generate on"”or so ago 
you -were debating whether or.- not 
we could raise wheat in the Dakotas, 
the prize corn shown at Kansas City 
last year was grown in Manitoba, and 
the prize wheat shown at the World's 
Fair in Chicago in 1893, was from 70C 
miles north of tee International 
boundary. 

“Canada buys more from the United 
states then . 11 of tth countries sout 1 
of the equator combined and furnishes- 
us with more than twenty million dol • 
lars’ worth of hard wheat to mix with 
our soft wheat, two million dollars of 
potatoes, an equal amount of turnips, 
seven million dollars of cattle, ten ant! 
a half million of fish, twenty -nine 
million of lumber, seventy million of 
minerals and much of the paper on 
which our newspapers are printed. 
Much greater quantities could be fur¬ 
nished were it not for the fact tha 
men are flocking to the cities wher 
they dodge flivvers and can’t find 
houses in which to live. 

“The people of the two countries 
are of the same stock, and common 
ancestry. They are of one language 
of common habits and have the same 
ideals.” Mr. Stead pleaded for closer 
relationship and a better understat¬ 
ing as between neighbors. 

In conclusion, Mr. Stead spoke of 
the deep appreciation of Canadians 
generally of the action of the people 
of the United Stater, in rushing aid 
to Halifax at the time of the gr<%t 
disaster. With deep feeling and fine 
effect, he read this little poem of his, 
written in recognition of what ' the 
neighborly act had inspired in the, 
breast of Canadians: 

“Neighbor, your hand! In this dark

Income tax—By last year’s legisla¬ 
tion, income taxes payable this year 
on 1919 income were very substantial¬ 
ly raised. A further geneial addition 
to these taxes of five per cent, is now 
added on incomes of $5,000 and up, to 
be effective this year. 

In future, income tax returns mu. I 
be accompanied by a cheque of -p.t 
least 25 per cent, of the whole of tie 
amount estimated to be payable:' If 
paid in installments, interest at 6 p: r 
cent, is to be charged and payment 
in full is required within six month 
after return is made by means of 
three equal bi-monthly installments. 
Heavy penalties are provided for in- 
coi-rect returns 

Business profits tax—present tax 
is modified by increasing the exemp¬ 
tion allowed from 7 to 10 p er ce nt, 
and changing the schedule of taxation 
to the following: 

On profits ill excess of 10 per cent, 
on capital, but not exceeding 16 per 
cent., tax will be 20 per cent. 

On profits in excess of 15 per cent, 
on capital, but not exceeding 20 per 
cent., tax will be 30 per cent. 

On profits in excess of 20 per cent, 
on capital, but not exceeding 30 per 
cent., tax will be 50 per cent. 

On profits in excess of 30 per cent, 
on capital, tax will be 60 per cent. 

For small businesses with capita! 
of not loss than $26,000 and llftdci 
$50,000, 20 per cent, on all profits ex¬ 
ceeding' 10 per cent, will be taken in-

SCHOOL FAIRS 


Destined to become one of the most 
potent factors in the development of 
the agricultural interests of this prov¬ 
ince, the Southern AJbcrta School 
1‘uirs, wjiich are now commencing to 
prepare themselves for the coming 
season, aie creating provincial-wide 
interest at the present time. Urban¬ 
ites know too little about this very 
healthful enterprise, however, and it 
is- the purpose of this article to give 
a few facts and observations regard¬ 
ing this comparatively new effort on 
the part of the different communities 
and the government in an effort to 
stimulate a desire for, and to culti¬ 
vate a more thorough knowledge of 
the business upon which the com¬ 
mercial apd industrial life of the 
province greatly depends, that of 
farming and ranching. 

'These school fairs are conducted as 
co-operative enterprises between gov¬ 
ernment agencies and committees of 
local people. The government agen¬ 
cies concerned with the fairs are the 
provincial schools of agriculture, the 
agricultural representatives, the 
school inspectors and the department 
of education. The local committees 
vary in composition; usually every 
.-chool- participating in the fair is re¬ 
presented. Seeds are distributed to 
the children of a select group of 
schools. The children plant these 
-eeds at home, care for their gardens 
during the summer, and in thp au¬ 
tumn exhibit the pioducts at a fair 
held at a central point. In addition to 
those for garden products, classes arc 
opened for livestock, grains, cooking, 
sewing and school work. The various 
agencies concerned with the fair, 
among many other duties, decides on 
the schools to be included in the cen 
tre—the group should consist of from 
8 to 25—sends to the principal of the 
agricultural school in whose territory 
.he fair is being held, a list of the 
chools; receives seeds sent out by 
the agricultural school and delivers 
.hem to the .various representatives; 
,iakes ■ all local arrangements; and 
.aiscs money for prizes other than 
hose provided for by the department 
of.agriculture. 

There will be 16 such fairs held in 
.Southern Alberta this summer, the 
first of which "will be held in Made oil 
on August 4 and 5. Other fairs to be 
held in September are: Coaldale, 
September 1; Taber, September 3; 
Raymond, September 7; Cardston, 
September 8; Cowley, September 10; 
Claresholm, September 14; "Nanton, 
September 16; High River, September 
18; Vulcan, September 22; Queens¬ 
town, September 24; Carmangay, 
September 28; Barons, September 30; 
and on October 5, 7 and 9, respective¬ 
ly, at Suffield, Brooks and Gleichen. 

A prize list of the Barons school 
fair, held last September, shows a 
valuable set of prizes which were 
given for every branch of farming 
and ranching, ranging from stock- 
breeding to candy-making in the 
home. Included among the groups of 
entries were garden produce, domes¬ 
tic science, grain, sewing, canning, 
cooking, nature study, livestock, 
writing, art, athletics, oratory . and 
composition. Many silver cups and 
bronze and silver cups and bronze and 
silver medals figure among the prizes.

“Shall the Mac!cod general hospital 
lie closed” was the question which 
confronted the members.of the board 
of that institution at a recent meet¬ 
ing, upon the presentation of the an¬ 
nual financial statement.

Jesus showed the Pharisees that 
the answer to these questions is not 
found in .a book but in the heart of 
man illuminated by the Spirit of God. 

The minister then spoke of the re¬ 
lation between the Church and the 
State. He said that the State allows 
things that the Church could not 
sanction at all. The Invisible Church 
will have a work to do for genera¬ 
tions. It cannot sit idle when the 
State allows wrongs to be perpetuates 
under state laws. 

A reference was made to the 
amount paid the doctors, druggists 
and the government on account" of- 
fake prescriptions. In Alberta alone 
it amounted to millions. An enlight¬ 
ened conscience says this is wrong— 
that the whble traffic is wrong, yet 
i.he State legalizes it. 

The minister then called attention 
to various laws, etc., that no church 
could sanction. He showed that the 
real patriot is not the man who plays 
for popularity and overlooks these 
defects, but one who gave his whole 
support to the remedying the wrongs. 

The work of the church today is fo 
make Caesar’s kingdom a kingdom of 
righteousness. Men like Abrahan; 
Lincoln worked to this end.' He said, 
that if ever he got a chance to hit 
slavery he would hit it hard. Slavery 
was Caesar’s kingdom—not God’s. 
Th% Liquor traffic is Caesar’s king¬ 
dom, not God’s, but the man or woman 
who has an enlightened conscience 
must see to it that Caesar’s kingdom 
does not prevail. This is the church’s 
duty to wage a constant warfare upon 
the existing evils. This is patriotism, 
and patriotism of the highest kind.
